A permit, however, must be 
obtained before wteds are burn- 
ed from the lots. Purpose of a 
permit is to give the fire depart- 
ment an cppcrtunity to know 
where black smoke is likely to 
appear. The permits can be ob- 
tained at the fire hall. 

As to the burning of trash, 
Mr. Voth said that all backyard 
fires must be extinguished by 10 
a.m, <A city ordinance specific- 
ally states it is illegal for trash 
to be burned after 10 a.m. 

Due to the heavy rains dur- 
ing the last few months the 
growth of weeds is heavier now 
than usual.

such a charge made against them. There are far too many 
reckless drivers at the wheels of automobiles—and when the 
drunken drivers are added to the number it makes the proba- 
bility of accidents much greater 

William G. Bonelli, member of the board, who introduced 
the motion to bar tray service of liquor, says: 

“‘Consumption of intoxicating liquor is not conducive to 
the safe operation of automobiles. Anything which makes it 
easier for the driver of a car or his passengers to obtain aleo- 
holie beverages is merely adding to the dangers of highway 
travel. It is no great hardship to anyone wishing a drink to 
walk a few steps in order to get it. 

“The new ruling will be an aid to the law abiding licensee, 
as it will reduce his chances of selling to an intoxicated per- 
son or a minor, thereby jeopardizing his license. It is very 
difficult to tell if a person seated in a car is intoxicated and 
equally hard in view of modern styles to distinguish an adult 
from a minor.”’

Code states that whenever any

Marking the outer edge of the 
shoulder of the highway, lines of 
light are created by prismatic re- 
flectors set at 100-foot intervals. 
The reflectors, three on a stand- 
| ara, are a patented plastic known) 
as “lucite.” Clean, flexible andj 
non-shattering, they cast a pow- 
erful light visible for about a mile 
on straight road, it is stated. 
| In the almost continuous band 





of light, any object which comes 
between the units and an automo- 
bile driver—-whether a pedestrian | 
or another vehicle—-becomes im- 
mediately noticeable, say reports. 
Hills and curves are unmistakably | 
outlined, and because the reflect- 
;Ors operate front and back the} 
| light lines extend along both sides} 
of a highway. 

Reflectors are set on standards 
about eight feet from the roadway | 
and about three feet above the| 
pavement edge. Comparatively | 
low cost of installation—reported 
to be about $350 per mile with 
small maintenance expense is | 
considered a notable feature. 

After inspecting the system in- 
stalled last month over 62 miles 
on U. S. Highway 16 between De: | 
i; troit and Lansing, Michigan, | 

je bamna H. MacDonald, chief of 
the U. S. Bureau of Public Roads,

ways and the utility of roads at 
night.” 

Tested a few days ago by the

Automobile Club of Southern Cali- 
fornia, a sample unit indicated that 
the reflector ‘“‘fence’’ nay remove 
hazards of night driving and pro- 
vide an answer to the highway 
lighting problem, Engiyeer Rhodes 
pointed out that a logical benefit 
of the plan would be to cut down 
the common type of accident in 
which autoists drive off the roads.
